(i) in Duty Table in column 3, 
for 

Resin or other organic substances bonded wood or ligneous fibre boards of thickness below 6mm, except insulation 
boards, laminated fibre boards and boards which are not bonded either by resin or other organic substances”, 
read 


"Resin or other organic substances bonded wood or ligneous fibre boards of thickness below 6mm, except insulation 
boards, laminated fibre boards, moulded door skin, and boards which are not bonded either by resin or other organic 
substances.”; 

(ii) in Note: 1, 
for 

“For the purposes of this notification Fibre boards of thickness 6mm or above, Insulation boards. Laminated fibre boards 
and Boards which are not bonded either by resin or other organic substances shall not be liable to pay anti-dumping duty”, 
read 


“For the purposes of this notification Fibre boards of thickness 6mm or above. Insulation boards. Laminated fibre boards. 
Moulded door skin, and Boards which are not bonded either by resin or other organic substances shall not be liable to pay 
anti-dumping duty.” 
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
